In this issue, the writer focuses on the novel section in the 
Literature component of the English Language.

n the first issue of QUEST this year, I discussed 

about the various characteristics of a short story 

including the theme, setting, characters, plot, 

language and point of view. The characteristics 
of a novel are almost the same except that since the 
novel is long and is written in chapters, the sequence 
of events in the plot progresses in each chapter leading 
on to more interesting events or incidents in the story. 
The novel may contain a number of climaxes unlike 
the short story which only contains one climax. 

In the SPM examination, the novel section is 
tested in the last question (Question 50) of the English 
Paper 1. It is important that students answer this 
question well as it carries a total of 9 marks of the 
overall paper. Basically, the questions on the novel are 
general type of questions. Let’s take a look at some of 
them. 


Question | 


Based on the novel that you have studied, who is your 
favourite character? Give reasons for your choice. To 
answer this question, you have to consider carefully 
the character that you like most in the story. Once you 
have chosen your favourite character, you have to give 
reasons for your choice. To do that, you need to state 
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several characteristics of the character concerned. In 
order to support your statements, you will need to give 
evidence or examples from the text as this will make 
your arguments more convincing. In order to answer 
this question well, you will have to study and analyse 
the characters in the story so that you will have a better 
understanding of them. This will help you to present 
your arguments more logically and convincingly. 


Question 2 


A conflict is a struggle put up by the characters who 
have differences with their family, beliefs or social 
values. What sort of conflict confronts the main 
character of the novel that you have read? Choose one 
and explain the conflict with supporting details from 
the novel. 

To answer this question, first you need to name 
the main character in the novel. Then, state the conflict 
that confronts the character. This conflict could be an 
internal conflict faced by the character or it could be 
his/her conflict with other characters in the story. Next, 
you need to explain how the conflict changes him/her 
in the story for example, the effects of the conflict on 
his/her personality and the moral lesson he/she learnt 
from the conflict. 


Question 3 


What is the general theme/themes in the novel you 
have read? Discuss using the information from the text. 
In this question, you need to discuss the theme/themes 

in relation to the characters and setting in the novel. 
- The theme of the novel is the central idea in the story. 
You will need to show how the main theme or themes 
intertwine with the seqence of events or movements 
of the plot in the story. 


Question 4 


Describe the social setting (background) portrayed in 
the novel you have read. How does it influence the 
main character in the story? 

To answer this question, you will have to 
describe the social environment of the character 
including the name of the village or hometown the 
character grew up in, his neighbours and friends, his 
school or work place (if mentioned) and other 
important details related to his environment. The 
second part of the question requires you to link or 
connect this social setting with the development of the 
character in the novel. You should be able to describe 
how the social environment affects the thoughts and 
actions of the main character in the novel. For example, 
what does he/she think of his family/neighbours/school 
etc.? How do they treat him? You will need to support 
your statements based on incidents mentioned in the 
text. You should also discuss whether the social 
environment has made him/her a different person in 
the course of the novel or whether the character remains 
the same throughout the book. Again, you will have to 
support your answer based on evidence from the text. 

I hope the sample questions I have provided will 
help you to tackle the novel section in the examination 
paper. One important note of advice - Please read the 
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text at least twice before the exam. This not only applies 
to the novel but also the short story as well. Remember, 
the short section includes structure type questions 
based on excerpts from the text. Do not rely on 
reference books alone. Reference books which usually 
contain the summary of each chapter/story as well as 
sample questions and answers are meant to help you 
revise in your preparation for the examination. Many 
students think reading the summary of each chapter is 
easier as it will save them the trouble of reading the 
whole book/story. In order to gain a deeper 
understanding of the whole story, you will have to read 
the whole book/short story. This is only way you will 
be able to answer the questions on the Literature section 
well. Best of luck!

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GETTING THE MOST 


OUT OF YOUR sTUDY 


GROUP

Some people study better when they are in 
a group. The motivation is greater when 
you have friends who are dependant on 
your input. For some people, a study group 
is more of ameans to hang out with friends 
while getting some information about their 
studies. How can you make the most of your 
study group? 


Select people you can get 
along with who share the 
same motivation to study 


Once you have people you like and are receptive to 
the study group idea, it will cut down on time to 
assimilate the person into the group. At the same time, 
if someone whom you don’t really know is interested 
in joining and seems enthusiastic let them in. He or 
she may have some invaluable information to share 
with your group. The bottom line is everybody in your 
study group must want to accomplish the objective of 
studying together. If one of your close friends is a time 
waster, you need to pull him aside and politely (or 
jokingly!) tell him to stay focus. How many people 
should be in your group? I recommend about five or 
six people. 
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UNITY IS HARMONY WITHIN AND AMONG INDIVIDU 


Select a conducive place to 
study 


Ideally, it would be good to find a place where the 
noise level is low with good air circulation and lighting. 
Now this can be tricky, especially if the most 
convenient place to meet is in school. The library is 
out because you cannot discuss things there, unless 
your school library has a discussion room. You may 
want to rotate studying in each other’s houses but make 
sure this is alright with your friend’s parents. They may 
have young children or elders staying with them and 
may find the arrangement troublesome. So, be 
considerate and ask permission first. 


Set time limit 


Set a time of say two hours a day for your study group. 
Make sure everyone comes on time - if not, fine them 
50 sen a minute. Put the money in a kitty and give it to 
charity! If you don’t set a time limit, you may find 
yourselves wasting time. When this happens it shows 
your group lacks discipline and before you know it, 
nothing gets done. Setting a time limit also means you 
can work around your study group period to do other 
meaningful things. 


QUEST 


Target syllabus to cover 
within time limit 


Before you start, decide what you want to study within 
the pockets of time you have. Say your study group 
meets three times a week - Mondays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. For the next two weeks, decide on the 
subject(s) you want to focus, say trigonometry and 
history. 

For trigonometry, assign each member to select 
a difficult problem and then during the study group 
period, present how to solve it. Another member could 
come up with a creative way on how to remember a 
particular formula. 

For History, allocate one chapter per person to 
read and highlight important points of that chapter. In 
the next sessions, assign past year questions to each 
member and each would have to present how to answer 
that particular question. 

If you want to do reading during a study group 
period, you can, but this requires a lot of discipline as 
you may end up chatting and talking instead. I 
recommend using the study group as a means to discuss 
what you have learnt and read on your own. This will 
then maximise learning and retention of information. 


Debriefing members 


This means informing group members of your findings. 
Debriefing does not mean reading out aloud everything 
you have read. Basically debriefing means extracting 
important information and then elaborating when a 
member requires clarification. For instance, when 
debriefing on the history of Malacca, highlight the 
Sultans who made an impact on the Malacca 
Government such as Parameswara and Sultan Mansur 
Shah. When you are done with these information, then 
go on to less important leaders. You may also want to 
highlight issues such as the aftermath of the downfall 
of Malacca and how it affected the Malay Sultanate.

Make notes 


Make notes of these important points and distribute 
them via e-mail or photocopy them. Studying is never 
solid without written notes - always remember that. 
You may want to be creative and make notes in charts, 
spider-grams or mind maps. Review the Multiple 
Intelligence articles on how to make your notes 
creative.

When your study group is done with each chapter, have 
a quiz session. You have various ways to do this: 


e List down all the projected questions for each 
member and get another member to come up with 
a model answer. 


e Select five trigonometry questions and do all of 
them in half an hour. The one who finishes first 
and gets all the answers right will share how he 
managed to do it quickly i.e. share the short-cut. 


e Throw potential problems each members may face 
during exams and get other members to solve it. 


e Review past years’ papers and ‘sit for the

Year of Ecotourism 


The United Nations has 
designated the year 2002 
' | as the International Year 
of Ecotourism. What is 
ecotourism and what has 
it got to do with me, you may ask? Well, you are 
concerned about the ecology of the Earth, aren’t you? 
You travel, too, don’t you, to places of natural 
environment like Taman Negara, Endau-Rompin 
National Park and Kinabalu National Park? Put the 
two words ‘ecology’ and ‘travel’ and you get a new 
English word called ‘eco-travel’. 

Ecotourism is a word which tourism authorities 
and tour operators use to promote travel to places of 
natural environment. Places of natural environment 
visited by tourists are called ecotourism products. 
Malaysia has many ecotourism products such as Taman 
Negara, Endau-Rompin National Park, Kinabalu

National Park, Mulu Caves, Matang Forest Reserve 
and Redang Marine Park. 

Ecotourism, that is, the kind of tourism that deals 
with nature, is getting popular with tourists. Ecotourism 
offers the beauty of unspoilt nature, birds in their 
natural habitat, wildlife roaming freely and marine life 
thriving in unpolluted water. They attract tourists 
especially those from industrialised countries, whose 
own natural environment have been destroyed. A 
tourist who visits such natural places of environment 
is called an ecotourist. 

The number of ecotourists looking for unspoilt 
natural environment is growing rapidly every year. In 
one way, it is a good thing because more tourists mean 
more money for a country. On the other hand, too many 
tourists visiting a place of nature is not good. Large 
numbers of tourists can destroy the fragile natural 
environment. For example, in Kenya’s safari parks, 
giraffes, elephants and rhinocerous have dwindled in 
number because tourists have frightened the animals 
away from their natural habitats. Nearer home, our 
waters off Pulau Tioman were once filled with beautiful 
corals and colourful fishes. Too many tourists and 
inadequate planning have resulted in the loss of some 
of our corals and fishes. The leatherback turtles of 
Rantau Abang in Terengganu which arrive at the beach 
to nest have also suffered a similar fate. Tourists have 
scared them away. 

Nature is sensitive to disturbances. If we don’t 
look after our natural heritages, there would be very 
little to pass on to future generations. Tourists would 
stop coming to places which have nothing much to 
offer.

If ecotourism is to be successful, it has to be 
sustainable. That means, there has to be a balance 
between promoting and protecting an ecotourism spot. 
It is not easy but it can be done with good policies, 
planning and management. So, in order to create 
awareness worldwide among the tourism authorities, 
tour guides and tourists who make use of nature, the 
UN designated 2002 as the International Year of 
Ecotourism. 

The World Tourism Organisation and the United 
Nations Environment Programme have also joined 
forces with the UN. Together, they have prepared 
activities to be undertaken at the international level 
during the International Year of Ecotourism. The main 
event of the International Year of Ecotourism is the 
World Ecotourism Summit. The World Ecotourism 
Summit will be held in Quebec, Canada on 19-22 May 
2002. Ministers, public sector officials, tourism 
companies and their trade associations, local 
authorities, national park managers, people relevant 
to the ecotourism sector, the academic community, and 
others will be attending the World Ecotourism Summit. 
They will talk on how to implement methods for 
planning successful ecotourism. Tourism authorities 
will also learn how to promote their ecotourism 
destinations better. 

The International Year of Ecotourism is also an 
important year because it will serve to bring a better 
understanding of the rich heritage of different countries. 
Having a better understanding of different countries 
will help us to be more tolerant and work towards world 
unity and peace.

MALAYSIA’S 
GREEN ASSETS 


Malaysia has large areas of forests, wetlands, 
lakes, rivers and seas. Of these 48 are 
categorised as ecotourism areas. Ten are special 
places. These include Sungai Kinabatangan in 
Sabah, Wang Kelian in Perlis, Taman Rimba 
Kenong in Pahang, Belum Forest in Perak and 
Gunung Stong in Kelantan. 

Ecotourism areas are our greatest assets 
for attracting tourists who have an interest in 
nature and enjoy activities like birdwatching, 
wildlife watching, river rafting, fishing, 
canoeing, photography, diving and snorkeling. 
In order to safeguard this rich heritage of ours, 
we have environmental planning policies which 
tourism industry developers are encouraged to 
comply with. For example, Environmental 
Impact Assessment (EIA) has become a necessity 
before a tourism development project is 
approved. 

But often the habits of people themselves 
can damage the environment. How often have 
you seen holiday makers throw empty plastic 
water bottles along the jungle trails? Have you 
left plastic bags, paper and empty sardine cans 
by the beach after a picnic trip? Have you 
plucked a wild plant from the jungle, or a live 
coral while snorkeling ? 

No amount of policies will be effective if 
people are not environment conscious. 
Remember on your next visit to a nature spot 
‘Take Nothing But Photographs. Leave Nothing 
But Your Footprints’. Educate your fellow 
travellers and your family, too!

Keller 


f you watch the 8pm news on Channel One, you 

would notice an inset of a woman using the sign 

language. She is ‘reading the news with her 
hands’ so that deaf viewers can understand the news. 
A person who is deaf cannot hear sounds. Children 
who are deaf have a difficult life understanding the 
world around them as they cannot communicate. Helen 
Keller was such a child. Read on about the true life of 
Helen Keller, who, despite being blind and deaf, 
overcame her handicaps. 


Helen Adams Keller was born in 1880. When she was 
one and a half years old she fell seriously ill. She 
recovered with treatment but her illness left her blind 
and deaf. Helen’s world became dark and silent. She 
could touch, smell and taste but she could not see things 
nor hear sounds. As she was still a toddler when she 
lost her sight and hearing, she hadn’t learnt all the 
words to communicate with other people. She could 
not tell her mother, ‘I am cold’ because she hadn’t learnt 
the word ‘cold’. It was a scary world for the little girl 
and she expressed it through wild uncontrollable 
behaviour. 

When Helen was seven years old, a teacher came 
to live in her house. She was a graduate of a blind 
school. Her name was Anne Sullivan. Miss Sullivan 
was shocked at the little girl’s behaviour. At meals, 
Helen would put her hand in anyone’s plate and grab 
the food. Unlike Helen’s parents, Miss Sullivan did 


not allow the child to touch her food. Helen screamed 
and kicked in anger but Miss Sullivan ignored her. 
Later when Helen had calmed down, Miss Sullivan 
patiently taught the little girl to use a spoon instead of 
her fingers to eat her food. Then, Miss Sullivan, taught 
Helen discover the secret of language. 

Helen described her excitement of discovering 
words in a book she wrote several years later. She 
wrote, “The morning after my teacher came, she led 
me into her room and gave me a doll. I played with it 
a little while. Then Miss Sullivan slowly spelled into 
my hand, “d-o-1-l’. I was interested in this finger play 
and tried to do it myself. Finally I was able to make 
the letters correctly. I was proud and pleased. Running 
downstairs to my mother, I held up my hand and made 
the letters for ‘doll’. 

“T did not know that I was spelling a word. I 
was simply imitating with my fingers, like a monkey. 
In the days that followed, I learned to spell a great 
many words in this same monkey-like way. ‘Pin, hat, 
cup, sit, stand and walk’ were some of them. It was 
several weeks before I understood that everything had 
a name. 

“One day, while I was playing with my new 
dool, Miss Sullivan put another doll into my lap. 

She spelt ‘d-o-I-l’ into my hand. Then she tried 
to make me understand that ‘ d-o-1-l’ stood for the doll 
on my lap and for my new doll,too. 

“Earlier in the day we had struggled over the 
words ‘mug’ and ‘water’. Miss Sullivan had tried to 
make me understand that ‘m-u-g’ stood for my cup 
and ‘w-a-t-e-r’ stood for what was in it. 

‘| kept mixing up the two. I became cross with 
Miss Sullivan. Grabbing the new doll I threw it upon 
the floor. I was pleased when I felt the pieces of the 
doll and knew that it was broken. 


“T had not loved the doll. In the still, dark world 
in which I lived, there was no strong love or tenderness. 
I felt glad that the cause of my trouble was gone. 

“Miss Sullivan brought me my hat, and I knew 
I was going out into the warm sunshine. The feeling 
made me hop and skip with pleasure. | 


“We walked down the path to the well. Someone 
was drawing water. My teacher put my hand under the 
spout. As the cool stream flowed over one hand, she 
spelled the water ‘water’ into the other hand. She 
spelled it slowly at first, then rapidly. I stood still. My 
whole attention was fixed upon the motions of her 
fingers. Suddenly the secret of language came clear to 
me. I knew then that ‘water’ meant the wonderful cool 
something. That living word gave me light, hope, and 
joy. That word awakened my mind and set it free!

“T left the well eager to learn. Everything had a 
name. Each name would give birth to a new thought! 
As we returned to the house, everything that I touched 
seemed to shake with life. That was because I saw 
everything with the strange, new sight that had come 
to me. 

“On entering the door I remembered the doll 
that I had broken. I felt my way and picked up the 
pieces. I tried and tried to put them together. Then my 
eyes filled with tears. For the first time in my life, I 
felt sorry. 

“T learnt a great many new words that day. I do 
not remember what they all were, but I do know that 
‘Mother, Father, sister and teacher’ were among them. 
These were the words that were to make the world 
bloom for me.”

“As I lay in my bed at the close of that day, I 
lived over the joys of the day had brought me. It would 
have been difficult to find a happier child. For I longed 
for anew day to come. I had found the key to language 
and I was eager to use it!” 

The next day Miss Sullivan wrote in a letter to a 
friend, “Helen got up this morning like a shining fairy. 
She flew from object to object, making me spell out 
the name of everything. Last night when I got into bed, 
she stole into my arms and kissed me for the first time. 
I thought my heart would burst, so full was it of joy.” 

Later Miss Sullivan wrote, “I see a change in 
Helen from day to day, almost from hour to hour. 
Everything must have a name now. As soon as she 
learns a name, she uses it and stops pointing or grabbing 
at things. Learning a new word gives her great pleasure. 
Her vocabulary grows and grows. Every new word 
brings forth new ideas.” 

~ Tnanother letter, Miss Sullivan wrote, “My work 
grows more interesting every day. Helen is a wonderful 
child, so alive and eager to learn. She knows about 
300 words now and it is not three months since she 
learned her first word. She has the true language idea. 
She is very clever about making words carry her 
meaning.” 

In later letters, Miss Sullivan spoke of the change 
in Helen’s way of treating others. “She is always ready 
to share what she has with those about her. She is fond 
of fun and dearly loves to be with other children. 
Though she is petted enough to spoil an angel, I do 
not think it is possible to spoil her. She is too unselfish 
and too loving.” 

Before Helen discovered the secret of language, 
people said she acted like a wild animal. But learning 
to reach others with words set her free to act like a 
human being. 

Helen mastered the sign language and later 
became the first deaf-blind person to graduate from a 
college . She wrote many books andspent much of her 
life helping other blind and deaf people around the 
world discover and use the wonderful tool of language.

IMAGINATION WILL OFTEN CARRY US TO WORLDS THAT NEVER WERE. 


BUT WITHOUT IT, WE GO NOWHERE 
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ankind seems to be at crossroads now. On 
one hand we say we want peace. On the 
other hand, we have riots, conflicts, wars, 
ethnic cleansing and terrorism. We cannot 
have peace if we have attitudes, behaviour 
patterrns and actions that bring about destruction and chaos. 
Peace is the foundation upon which a healthy, happy, 
functional society stands. Such a society is called ‘civilised’. 
All of us like to live in a civilised society. We can have 
happy homes, plenty of food to eat, loving parents, lots of 
friends, schools to go to, playgrounds to run around, offices 
to work in, beautiful environment to live in and clean air to 
breathe. 
Without peace, people live a life that is living hell. 
You have seen it in the sufferings of innocent victims in 
Kosova, Chechnya, Palestine, Iraq, Northern Ireland, Sri 
Lanka and many places around the world. Their homes 
destroyed by bombs, neighbourhood crushed, family 
members killed and food scarce, their lives become a 
nightmare. In Afghanistan, for example, 20 years of war 
have caused a great deal of suffering to its people. A poor 
nation, its people face starvation and have to depend on food 
from food aid agencies like World Food Programme and 
Oxfam. We probably can’t imagine what it is like not to 
have food, because we Malaysians have been lucky to have 
been living in a stable society. Afghanistan is a rocky, barren, 
unfertile dry land. With long periods of drought, the 
impending war, winter and reluctance of lorries to deliver 
food into the country experiencing conflicts, millions of 
Afghans lives are being threatened. Aid agencies say some 
three million Afghans depend on food aid. 
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Human sufferings can happen to us anywhere, 
anytime. You’ ve seen in recent weeks when more than 6000 
people perished in the World Trade Centre attacks in New 
York on 11 September 2001. Children were suddenly left 
without their mothers or fathers, and in some cases both. 
Their parents were working inside the buildings when plane 
hijackers slammed two commercial passenger planes into 
them. 

The World Trade Centre was an important place. It 
had two buildings which had companies that employed 
people from more than 60 countries around the world. 
Among them were Americans, British, Australians, 
Europeans, Indians, Thai, Chinese, Indians, and Malaysians. 
They were ordinary people who had left their homes on a 
Tuesday morning to work in their offices. It was to be their 
last day their children would ever see them. 

Terrorist attacks occur in every part of the globe. 
Some terrorist groups justify their attacks by saying they 
are freedom fighters fighting to set free their homeland from 
enemies. Some fight for setting up an independent state 
based on their principles. The Spanish organisation Euzkadi 
Ta Askatasuna, for example, are fighting to establish an 
independent homeland based on Marxist principles in the 
northern Spanish and southwest France. To pursue their 
demands, they have bombed and assassinated Spanish 
Government officials, especially security and military forces, 
politicians, and judicial figures. The Red Army Faction in 
Germany with their ideology of communism have carried 
out terrorist attacks such as bombings, assassinations, 
kidnappings, and robberies. In Northern Ireland, terrorism 
has disfigured the country for the last thirty years. The Irish 
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will remember the horror when the Provisional IRA, a 
terrorist group, perpetrated the Remembrance Day massacre 
in Enniskillen back in November 1987, and a hundred other 
places whose history is written in blood. 

Chaos and destruction affect economies. Businesses 
slow down. Planes carry fewer passengers. People do not 
travel much. Hotels are not full. Restaurants have a difficult 
time attracting diners. Shopping complexes also find it 
difficult to sell their goods, especially luxury items. With 
no money moving around, the economy slows down. 

In today’s globalised economy, bad news in one 
country can spread to others very fast. The financial 
repercussions of attacks on New York’s World Trade Centre 
are spreading across the world. The US accounts for one- 
fifth of world economic output. Simply put, it buys a lot of 
goods from countries around the world. Malaysia, for 
example, sells much of its computer chips which it 
manufactures to the US. When its economy is weak, it will 
cut its computer chip imports from Malaysia. This in turn 
will cause many Malaysian workers to lose their jobs. 

Other industries are also hurting because of the 
slowdown in US economy. The World Tourism Organisation 
said that the attacks had struck “a terrible 
blow” to the industry, with travellers around 
the world annulling or postponing trips in 
large numbers. Tourists fear travelling when 
there are security and military activities. 
Hardest hit will be countries across Asia. 
Many Asian countries rely heavily on 
tourism and American tourists mean a lot of 
money to a country. Last year, American 
tourists contributed nearly half a billion 
dollars to the Thai economy. In the 
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Philippines, nearly a quarter of tourist arrivals are from the 
United States, while the figure is 15% for Japan, 14% for 
Taiwan, 11% for India and 10% for Pakistan, according to 
the Pacific Asia Travel Association. 

Peace 1s not easy to achieve, because we are all so 
different. Some are rich while others live in poverty.When 
people can’t have the basic human needs like food, shelter 
and clean water, a sense of hopelessness occur. Then there 
is the skin colour which makes some people hate one who 
is different from them. Then of course, there are different 
religions of the world. Although the basic foundation of all 
religions are from one God, misinterpretation of religions 
have caused hatred against each other. People with hatred 
care little about themselves or the people they hurt.

My page could use some tiles... 


In the last article we saw how you could place images 
on the background of your page instead of just a flat 
colour?(See two issues back) 


lf you have changed the wallpaper of your Windows 
desktop then you have an idea how the background 
images of Web page works as well. 


The difference lies in that while placing an image ina 
Web Page can be centralised, left or right, placing an 
image for your background will end up being tiled. You 
can see tile effect in work with your small repeated 
patterns that come with your Windows Display Prop- 
erties Dialog Box. 


Some images work well when they are centralised (or 
stretched to fill the desktop) like a photograph of your 
hamster smiling at you (horrors!) 


Other images like of a repeated pattern of leaves make 
more suitable tiling backgrounds. Just keep in mind 
that while background images for the desktop can be 
tiled or centralised, background images for a Web page 
can only be tiled. 


Now that you know that, you won’t end up wondering 
why your hamster is repeated all over.

| Malaysia can be a World Leader in 
Technology 


Malaysia has the potential to become a world leader in 
technology. However, it needs more innovations in 
technology before it can become a world leader. This was 
revealed in the United Nations Human Development 
Report 2001’s Technology Achievement Index (TAI). In 
the survey of 72 countries, Malaysia came in at number 
30. The survey measures how well a country is creating 
and diffusing technology and building a human skill base. 

Malaysia lacks technology creation, despite being 
a leading high-tech exporter. The report also found that 
Malaysia had 2.4 Internet hosts per 1,000 people last year. 
It 1s the lowest among the 37 countries categorised as 
technology leaders and potential leaders. Mexico, 


Romania and Costa Rica, who were ranked lower than 


Malaysia, had higher number of Internet hosts. Malaysians 
tend to use the Internet more gather information than to 
provide information. 
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MSC on Track To Create a World-Class 
Information Hub 


As of August 30, 554 companies have MSC status. Of 
these, 363 are local companies and 46 are multi-nationals. 
The Multimedia Super Corridor (MSC) is on track to 
create a multimedia environment that will transform 
Malaysia into.a world-class information technology hub. 


Technology for Better Living Standards 


A report by the United Nations Development Program 
said poor countries can raise their standards of living by 
building technology infrastructure and training workers 
to use the Internet.

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ave you ever dreamt of becoming a 
famous sports person like Nicol Ann 
David, Ong Beng Hee, Nurul Huda ,

and Mohandas, or sailing around the world like 
Datuk Azhar Mansor, or even becoming a Formula 
One racing driver like Alex Yoong? Well, you can! 
Thanks to the variety of sports facilities our 
country has, you can now fulfill your dream of 
becoming a world-class sports champion. All you 
need is lots of determination. 

Did you know that when our country was 
still young - just before and after independence - 
we had no proper sports facilities like bowling 
alleys, squash courts or swimming pools. 
Naturally, Malaysian sports were then limited to 
field games like athletics, badminton and hockey. 
Despite the lack of sports facilities, the sportsmen 
and sportswomen during those days put their heart 
and soul in their games. They brought glory not 
for themselves but for the young developing 
nation. 
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Badminton, particularly was popular. In 
1949, we made an impact in the world of 
badminton. We won the inaugural world team 
badminton championship for the Thomas Cup at 
Preston, England in 1949, beating Denmark 8-1. 
This was at a time when English, American and 
Danish players were dominating the badminton 
scene. It was a great achievement for us. 
Dominating the world in badminton gave us 
confidence. In1956, a small Malayan badminton 
contigent participated in the Olympic Games held 
in Melbourne. It was a proud moment for us. 

Malaya continued to do well in badminton. 
It retained the Thomas Cup in two other 
championships played in Singapore in 1952 and 
1955. It beat USA and Denmark respectively and 
in 1967 it beat Indonesia. The world admired our 
badminton players’ skills. Players like AS Samuel, 
HS Ong, Ooi Teik Hock, Wong Peng Soon, Chan 
Kong Leong, Yeoh Teck Chye, Teoh Seng Koon, 
Ong Poh Lin, Tan Aik Huang, Tan Yee Kang, Chee 
Koon Keng and Boon Piew were held in high 
esteem. 
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Football also had begun to arouse great 
interest. State football associations were formed. 
The Football Association of Malaya (FAM) was 
reorganised in 1947. Tunku Abdul Rahman, who 
was to be the country’s first prime minister, was 
elected president of FAM. He conceived the idea 
of FAM knockout competition and International 
Merdeka Tournament. The first Merdeka soccer 
competition was held after Independence day on 
August 31, 1957. There were many great 
footballers. Among them was Mokhtar Dahari who 
was awarded ‘Sportsman of the Year’ in 1976. 

Another field sports that created excitement 
was athletics. Thrills on the track began with 
M Jegathesan (now Dr) when he clocked 10.3 
seconds during the 100m dash at the Asian Games 
in Jakarta in 1967. Other famous athletes were M. 
Rajamani, Rabuan Pit and Zaiton Othman. 

Hockey had its beginning in the country 
in1924. Interstate matches were held. In 1954 the 
Malayan Hockey Federation was formed. In 1956, 
a Malayan team participated in the 1956 Olympics 
in Melbourne. Two years later the team 
participated in the Asian Games. 

Cycling as a sport had its early beginnings 
in 1929 when a cycling race was held from Kuala 
Lumpur to Kelang. It led to the formation of the 
Malayan Cyclists Federation in 1956. Through 
active annual competitions, cyclists have done 
well in international events. 

You may think motor racing is a new sport 
for Malaysians, but in fact, interest in the race 
began way back in 1907 when the Perak Motor 
Union was formed. In 1924 it held the first 
motoring competition in Singapore. 

Over the years, interest in other sports such 
as swimming, synchronised swimming, diving, 
rhythmic gymnastics, tennis, amateur boxing, 
weightlifting, bowling, lawn bowls, motorcycle 
racing, motor-racing and golfing began to take 
place. Good sports facilities in the country and 
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the encouragement by the Government have a lot 
to do with it. 

Sports facilities in Malaysia are among the 
best in the world. The National Sports Complex 
at Bukit Jalil stands as a world-class sports 
complex.The modern sports complex has a 
National Stadium, Indoor Stadium, National 
Hockey Stadium 1 and 2, National Aquatic Centre 
and National Squash Centre among other sports 
facilities where Malaysians can train. The Sepang 
International Circuit is also a world-class motor 
racing circuit. 

Golfing, too, has become a favourite pastime 
over the years. From just 45 golf courses in the 
eighties, the number has increased to over 250 golf 
courses today. 

Naturally, the excellent sports facilities have 
made Malaysia a popular venue for international 
sports events. The Formula One Championship, a 
prestigious motoring event takes place in 
Malaysia. Malaysia’s golf courses have also 
attracted numerous international golf tournaments, 
including the World Cup of Golf ‘99 which 
attracted Tiger Woods to Malaysia. The Le Tour 
De Lafikawi has gained recognition among 
international cyclists as an exciting race. We have 
hosted the Commonwealth Games and Sea Games 
successfully. 

What else is there? Well, we have rugged 
mountainous terrain, caves, lakes, rivers, 
rapids,sea, dirt roads and highways. Many of them 
are venues for exciting sports events like raft 
safari, beach football, fishing tournament, 
triathlon, kayak orienteering, whitewater 
challenge and dirt bike challenge.

The Year 4 
student of Assunta Primary School in Petaling Jaya in 
Selangor had to dance in front of an audience of about 200 
people at an auditorium in Kuala Lumpur. Her parents, 
brother, relatives, friends and well-wishers were among the 
audience. 


She had spent three years learning the difficult 
Bharatanatyam and though nervous, she was ready to 
go on stage. After all, her dance teacher, Guru Sri

Ganesan, had confidence in her. Guru Sri Ganesan is a 
renowned Indian dancer. Years of dedication have 


enabled him to reveal to the purity, dignity and richness 
of this 5000-year-old Indian dance to his dance pupils. 

The dance performance was held at 7.30pm on 
a Saturday at the Soma Auditorium of Wisma Tan Sri 
Sambanthan in Kuala Lumpur. The performance began 
with ‘Salangai Pooja’. The ‘Salangai Pooja’ is a short 
blessing of the ankle bells by the dance teacher and 
parents of the dance pupil. The ankle bells or salangai 
play an important part in the dance and hence had to 
be honoured. Guru Sri Ganesan tied the ankle bells 
around Govini’s ankles. It was an important moment 
for Govini. All the years of learning culminates in this 
special occasion when the dancer pledges to keep the 
art alive by performing her best. With the tying of the 
anklets, Govini’s exquisite Bharatanatyam outfit was 
complete. She was ready to dance! 

Govini started off with a dance called 
‘Puspanjali’. Pushpanjali is the dance of flower 
offerings. Next, she performed ‘Alarippu’. In this 
particular dance, the emphasis is on the eye, neck and 
arm movements. Govini had to dance to the beat of 
the accompanying drum while her dance teacher sings 
some notes. It was difficult as it involved keeping her 
movements in step with the musical notes. But she 
remembered Guru Sri Ganesan’s instructions during 
her training years and danced well. 
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A short break followed. Then Govini was on 
stage again. Her next dance was ‘Jathiswaran’, a pure 
dance piece set to time measures and musical notes. 
The dance reveals to the audience how well Govini 
had mastered the technique through control over 
rhythm and timing. Again Govini proved rather adept 
at it. The following next dance was ‘Arputhasippi’, 
another difficult dance. Govini’s final dance on stage 
was a fast vigorous dance called the ‘Thillana and 
Mangalam’. This dance item involved intricate 
movements and was very musical. The audience were 
thrilled at the little dancer’s performance. 

After the dance performance, Govini recalled 
her feelings, “I really felt a sense of joy and 
achievement when my dance master tied the salagai 
on my ankles. I owe a great deal to my dance teacher 
for giving me the confidence to perform on stage. He 
was strict during the years of dance training. 
Sometimes I got tired doing the same movement many 
times but Master Ganesan wanted the dance 
movements to be perfect,” said Govini. 

“This is just the beginning” said Govini. “I plan 
to continue with my dance lessons under my dedicated 
dance tutor. Guru Sri Ganesan has participated in many 
international dance festivals, like the Ramayana, a 
dance drama at the Asian Dance Festival held in 
Bangkok in 1991. He has helped me became a good 
dancer. Now I just have to practise and become a great 
dancer like him one day.”
